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Officer gunned down 


4 men tried to steal 
cop’s motorcycle; 

1 of the suspects 
killed in shootout

Last week, as a soft rain fell, Tom Wortham 
stood on the Cole Park basketball courts 
across from the home his grandfather built 
half a century ago. 

The 30-year-old Chicago police officer was 
proud of that home and his Chatham com- 
munity. But lately trouble had been creeping 
in—two shootings at the park and gangs on 
the neighborhood’s 
fringes. 

Wortham, —_just 
back from a second 
tour in Iraq, had 
settled in for another 
fight. He and other 
residents were not 
going to let Chatham 
go easily. 

Late Wednesday 
night, Wortham became the latest casualty, 
gunned down in front of his family home just 
steps from the basketball courts after four 
men tried to rob him of a brand-new motor- 
cycle, Chicago police said. 

His father, a retired Chicago police ser- 
geant, witnessed the attack from the front of 
his home and wielded his own weapon to try 
to defend his son. 

One of the robbers was killed and a suspect 
was critically injured. A third suspect surren- 
dered to police by late afternoon, and one 
remained at large, the subject of an intense 
manhunt. 

Wortham did not seem angry as he spoke 
with a Tribune reporter last week. Hands in 
his pocket, he listened respectfully as two 
older Chatham residents talked. When he 
spoke up, Wortham displayed a quiet calm 
but a deep concern for the brewing violence. 

“It’s starting to feel like it’s expected in 
this community,” he told the reporter, add- 
ing later: “When people think of the South 
Side of Chicago, they think violence. In Cha- 
tham, that’s not what we see. It’s happened. 
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Wortham

And we're going to fix it, so it doesn’t happen 
again.” 

Wortham was a three-year officer and a 
first lieutenant in the Army National Guard. 
He had returned from Iraq in March. 

“That man had strong roots, the family 
structure. You are not going to uproot that,” 
said Marc Robertson, 48, who had stood with 
Wortham last week. “I don’t find too many 
30-year-old men that have the passion to do 
volunteer work for the community. It gave 
me a lot of hope that I wasn’t by myself. ... 
We’re numb, stunned, angry, disappointed 
and hurt—and rightly so because the unimag- 
inable has happened. He is a fallen soldier, a 


fallen officer, a fallen community leader, a 
fallen son and a fallen brother.” 

Police were awaiting ballistics tests for a 
more definitive picture of the shootout, which 
involved a volley of shots from Wortham, who 
was off-duty; his father, Thomas Wortham 
III, and at least one of the armed robbers. 

The elder Wortham witnessed the assault 
about 11:30 p.m. Wednesday. The two had 
just spent the night sharing photos from 
Wortham’s trip last week to Washington, 
D.C., where he attended the annual national 
memorial to slain officers. He also wanted to 
show his father his newly purchased motor- 
cycle.

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Beauty 
contest 
a Walk In 
the Park

Do you have what it takes to be crowned Miss 
Wicker Park and win the $1,000 prize? 

About 100 women think they do and have en- 
tered the beauty pageant online at misswicker- 
park.com. 

“My highest motive is the philosophical idea 
that society can benefit from a return to beauty,” 
said Rich Seng, 36 , the pageant creator who now 
lives in Humboldt Park. Beauty, which is in the 
eye of the beholder, inspires creativity, he said. 

“T think creativity is what the world needs to 
solve its problems, not more violence,” said Seng, 
who also produced the documentaries on Rhyme 
Spitters, an annual MC freestyle tournament and 
documentary film event. And Wicker Park is the 
neighborhood that embodies that creative spirit, 
artistic flavor and diversity, he said, explaining 
why he named the pageant after that hood. 

To enter for free, contestants must be between 
the ages of 21 and 36, live in the Chicago area— 
not just in Wicker Park—and create online pro- 
files and answer questions by May 31. A sample 
query: “What has been the most significant ac- 
complishment in your life?” 

The top nine online vote-getters from June 1 
through July 7 will move on to the next round of 
the competition, which will be held at the Dou- 
ble Door on July 12. The lucky lady with the most 
online “fans” —not unlike friends on Facebook— 
will be picked as the roth finalist. 

The 10 women will be judged on four catego- 
ries focused on personality and character: intro- 
duction, talent, evening gown and Q&A. (There’s 
no swimsuit competition). The live pageant will 
be streamed online at misswickerpark.com. 

The winner will be picked in an “American 
Idol”-like fashion by online voters and people at- 
tending the pageant casting paper ballots, Seng 
said. There will be so-called judges, who will act 
more like commentators. Tickets for the pageant 
at the Double Door will be $10 to help pay for 
costs and the payout of $1,000 the winner, $300 
to the first runner-up and $100 to the second 
runner-up, he said. 

So what makes a good candidate for Miss 
Wicker Park? “I would say ideally they would 
have an ironic sense of humor, a sense of self- 
awareness, a love of life,” Seng said. “They don’t 
necessarily have to fit categories of what society 
says what beauty is.”

Daley: City prepared 
to react to gun ruling

Mayor Daley on Thursday refused to concede 
that the Supreme Court is likely to overturn 
the city’s gun ban, but said he will be ready to 
act quickly to put in place restrictions on gun 
ownership if it does. 

It’s defeatist to prepare new gun laws ahead 
of the court’s ruling, which should come before 
the body recesses at the end of June, Daley said. 

“You have to have confidence in the Supreme 
Court; maybe they'll see the light of day,” Daley 
said at a City Hall news conference. “Maybe one 
of them will have an incident and they'll change 
their mind overnight, going to and from work.” 

The mayor said if the court overturns the 


Chicago ban, as expected, he’ll quickly present 
new legislation to the City Council. 

“Whatever the details of the court’s ruling 
will be, we will always find new ways to keep 
guns off our streets,” he said. 

Supreme Court justices are expected to rule 
next month on McDonald vs. City of Chicago. 
The court heard arguments March 2 on the 
case. At the time, the Tribune reported that 
most of the justices who two years ago said the 
2nd Amendment protects individual gun rights 
signaled they are ready to extend this right na- 
tionwide and to use it to strike down some state 
and local gun regulations.

Treating a home game like a road game: Apparently the inn thing to 
do for the Blackhawks. 

Following their morning skate Friday, the team will check into 
a hotel for the rest of the run-up to Game 3 at the United Center, 
hoping to recapture whatever mojo they’ve conjured in winning 
seven consecutive postseason games on opposition ice. The Hawks 
are just 3-3 at home in the playoffs. 

“You almost treat it like a road mentality,” Hawks winger Patrick 
Kane said. “There’s no distractions, you get away from everything 
that could be a distraction, and it seems like it’s boded well for us on 
the road, and we’re winning games there. 

“So it’s different. Especially when you're playing this good on the 
road, you want to treat a home game like a road game but you really 
cart, because there are so many differences.” 

Kane said the idea was the brainchild of veteran players who 
have been through more than a few playoff grinds. And at least one 
of those players—two-time Stanley Cup winner John Madden— 
strongly supported the concept. 


THE OUT-OF-TOWNERS 


“T’ve done it my whole career,” Madden said. “New Jersey, we ac- 
tually spent the night before there, and the whole next day. I think 
it’s a good thing. The guys were up for it, we wanted it, so we did it. 
And we’re doing it tomorrow for the afternoon nap. It’s great. More 
time together and more time talking about the same goals.” 

The goal, of course, is to get in the frame of mind to play gritty 
hockey and avoid any inclination for glitzy plays to get the home 
crowd fired up. Whether a few extra rounds of “Mario Kart” will 
help in that regard remains to be seen. 

“Some of the guys like it,” Hawks winger Adam Burish said. 
“Some of the guys probably get away from their home lives and just 
shut the door and get away from the kids. Some guys get excited; 
they get to play their video games on the road again. 

“Some of the guys are fired up about it, some of the guys couldn’t 
care less. I’m in the middle. But you know what, if it makes us play 
like we’re on the road, perfect, I’m all for it. Hopefully it works. 
Let’s pretend that we’re on the road and play that way, because 
we've been pretty good that way.”

Many of this spring’s new restaurants aren’t 
new at all. Rather, they’re sequels from 
restaurateurs who subscribe to the “if one 
is good, two must be better” philosophy. 
Hey, if you've got a good thing going, why 
dial it back? 


Letizia’s Natural Bakery/ 
Enoteca Roma 

The original (2144 W. Division St.): 

This dual-concept spot has been a Wicker 
Park go-to for coffee and baked goods by 
day, and wine and affordable Italian eats 
by night for nearly 12 years. 

Act two (2456 N. California Ave.): Both 
concepts—the bakery and the wine bar— 
will come together at the sequel planned 
by owner Fabio Sorano and his mom 
(Letizia herself). Like the original, the new 
spot, set to open in late June, will have 
spacious outdoor oases (a wine garden 
plus sidewalk seating). But a rooftop veg- 
gie-and-herb garden and wood-burning 
oven mean the menu will lean even more 
seasonal and include more oven-roasted 
meats and fish, as well as different styles 
of bread and pastries. 


The original (517 S. State St.): Promising “a more mindful burger,” David Friedman opened 
the first location of this quick-serve burger spot with a focus on natural ingredients and local 


products in the South Loop in 2008. 


Act two (1000 W. North Ave.): Now Friedman’s bringing his mindful burgers to the retail 
brouhaha that is the intersection of North and Sheffield avenues. The burgers and environ- 
mentally conscious mindset remain the same, but in contrast to the original (essentially a 
fancy fast-food joint), this second Epic Burger, set to open June 1, will have a more subdued 
sit-and-stay-awhile vibe, complete with some banquette seating and a BYOB policy. Another 


game-changer? Ample, free parking—it’s located in the large strip mall that housed the Lincoln 
Park Whole Foods before its move down the street. 


| Dream of Falafel 

The original (3315S. Franklin St.): The first location of 
this Mediterranean quick-serve entered the Loop lunch 
race about a year ago. 

Act two (112 W. Monroe St.): IDOF’s ownership quintet 
originally had sights set on Block 37 for expansion, then 
the area around the intersection of Lake and Dearborn. 
But when the 3,000-square-foot space (formerly home 
to Lunch Rolls) became available just blocks from their 
original, they pounced. The second location, which 
opened Tuesday, is about three times the size of the 
first, but the menu of build-your-own shawarma-, kefta 
kabob- and falafel-based dishes remains the same.

‘Lost’ seeks closure

Don’t expect a laser show. Don’t bet on the 
island to lift off into space. 

While intel is scarce about the much- 
awaited, under-wraps finale to “Lost,” those 
hints come straight from the guys who not 
only know the truth but also created it: ex- 
ecutive producers Damon Lindelof and 
Carlton Cuse. 

But other than such tongue-in-cheek tips, 
Lindelof and Cuse remain tight-lipped about 
the “Lost” conclusion, airing at 7 p.m. Sun- 
day on ABC. Exactly how they'll polish off 
this epic mystical thriller after six trippy sea- 
sons —well, that literally remains to be seen. 

Fans of “Lost” can hardly wait, and the two- 
and-a-half-hour finale, even sight unseen, al- 
ready has been decreed a major TV milestone. 

“We're satisfied with the finale,” Cuse 
said in an interview alongside Lindelof on 
Wednesday. 

He called the ending “kind of spiritual,” 
and said it “feels like a fair way to honor the 
fans, the characters and everyone’s commit- 
ment to the show.” 

He also said he expected a wide range of 


viewer reactions: “That’s bound to happen.” 

But Lindelof predicted “Lost” will spur its 
own distinctive brand of morning-after de- 
bate—one much different from viewers’ rag- 
ing response to the blackout that concluded 
“The Sopranos” three years ago. 

That series ending centered on one thing, 
said Lindelof: Would Tony Soprano live or 
die? So whatever a viewer thought should 
happen to Tony (when last glimpsed, he 
was alive and well and enjoying onion rings) 
played a major role in whether the outcome 
pleased that viewer. 

“But for the ‘Lost’ finale, people don’t re- 
ally know going into it WHAT would satisfy 
them,” Lindelof said. “If you say to some- 
body, ‘What thing would need to happen in 
the story for you to feel satisfied?’ they'd say 
something like, “Well, I want all my ques- 
tions to be answered.’ But they can’t tell you 
what they want to happen to the characters.” 

Added Cuse, “They don’t even know what 
the questions are they would want to have 
answered.” 

Where to begin? Since its premiere in fall 
2004, “Lost” has gloried in its multiplying

mysteries, in the par- 
adox of a series that’s 
set on an island but is 
anything but insular.

Lindelof said. “And Executive producer
